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REPORT. 


Gentlemen, 

The  Population  which  was  8079  at  the  census  of 
1911  has  now  increased  to  8257  ^  estimated  by  the  excess  of 
the  births  over  the  deaths  which  have  taken  place  since  then. 
If  however,  it  is  estimated  by  the  experience  of  the  last  decade, 
it  has  probably  fallen  to  8191  by  emigrant  diminution.  The 
number  of  houses  in  the  district  is  1972  and  there  are  4'i 
occupants  to  each  house.  The  area  of  the  district  is  54,290 
acres,  the  density  of  population  being  one  inhabitant  in  six 
acres. 


There  are  no  occupations  carried  on  in  the  district 
which  are  dangerous  or  injurious  to  health.  The  chief 
industries  are  agriculture,  water-cress  growing,  motor  engin¬ 
eering  and  implement  making,  brick  making  and  whiting 
manufacture. 

The  ordinary  Water  supply  is  derived  from  wells  and 
rain  tanks,  but  a  pipe  service  is  provided  in  Bemerton,  Dinton, 
Fisherton  Delamere,  and  Fovant.  During  the  past  year 
negociations  have  been  taking  place  for  extending  the  main  of 
the  Bemerton  Waterworks  to  the  village  of  Quidhampton. 
The  scheme  at  present  under  the  consideration  of  the  Local 
Government  Board  and  the  Board  of  Trade,  would  enable  the 
village  of  Quidhampton  to  adopt  W.C.’s  and  drain  into  the 
Wilton  Sewer,  thus  doing  away  with  the  present  system  of 
privies  and  slop-holes.

Twenty  two  samples  of  drinking  water  have  been 
received  for  analysis  during  the  year  1913  from  the  villages  of 
Barford  St.  Martin,  Baverstock,  Bower  Chalke,  Broad  Chalke, 
Burcombe,  Compton  Chamberlayne,  Dinton,  Ebbesborne 
Wake,  Fisherton  Delamere,  Fovant,  Netherhampton,  South 
Newton,  Stapleford,  Steeple  Langford,  Wishford  and  Wylye. 
All  the  samples  drawn  from  the  pipe  supplies  of  the  various 
villages  were  of  great  purity.  One  well  was  condemned,  one 
new  well  was  sunk,  and  two  were  cleansed  and  repaired. 
Twelve  additional  houses  were  connected  to  the  pipe  services 
during  the  year. 

The  Rivers  and  Streams  are  kept  clean  and  in  good 
order  by  the  Fishing  Clubs  now  renting  them,  and  no  complaints 
of  their  pollution  have  been  received.  In  two  cases  privies 
were  found  discharging  into  river  and  the  nuisance  was  remedied. 
No  trouble  has  arisen  from  the  Wilton  Sewage,  which  is 
received  by  arrangement  at  Bemerton. 

During  the  year  15  house  drains  have  been  relaid,  14 
additional  W.C.’s  have  been  provided,  and  19  old  fashioned 
privies  have  been  converted  into  pail  closets.  There  are  in 
the  district  about  394  W.C.’s  with  flushing  cisterns,  and  450 
pail-closets,  and  there  are  still  about  980  privies  left  of  the  old 
vault  pattern. 

The  Scavenging  has  been  successfully  carried  out, and  in 
Bemerton  240  loads  of  refuse  have  been  removed  from  40  5  houses. 

Inspection  under  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act, 
1909,  has  continued,  particularly  in  the  villages  of  Bemerton, 
Broad  Chalke,  Stapleford  and  Little  Langford.  In  these 
villages  268  visits  of  Inspection  were  made  to  244  houses, 
and  38  defects  of  various  kinds  were  remedied  without  having 
recourse  to  closing  orders.  Two  houses  were  closed  as  unfit 
for  habitation.  Fourteen  houses  suitable  for  the  working 
classes  have  been  completed  during  the  year,  and  one  was 
again  made  fit  for  habitation. 


The  Churchyards  generally  are  in  good  order,  and  a 
new  Cemetery,  very  suitably  situated,  has  been  consecrated  in 
Wishford. 
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No  Common  Lodging  Houses,  Cellar  Dwellings,  or 
Offensive  Trades  exist  in  the  district. 

There  are  63  Factories  and  registered  Workshops  in 
the  district  to  which  ug  visits  of  Inspection  have  been  made. 
Limewashing  has  been  properly  carried  out.  Notices  to  remedy 
four  insanitary  conditions  were  given  and  the  work  done.  No 
breech  of  the  Factory  Acts  has  been  reported  or  has  come 
under  my  notice. 

The  Inspection  of  Food  and  Drugs  is  carried  out  by 
a  special  Officer  appointed  by  the  County  Council  for  this 
duty.  No  cases  of  the  sale  of  unsound  meat  or  of  the  impor¬ 
tation  of  unsound  grain  have  come  under  my  notice  this  year. 
One  tuberculous  cow  was  notified  locally,  but  on  visiting  the 
farm  I  found  that  it  had  already  been  destroyed  and  buried. 

The  Dairies  registered  in  the  district  number  no, 
and  10  notices  to  cleanse  or  whitewash  premises  were  served 
and  the  necessary  work  has  been  cairied  out-  Six  samples  of 
water  from  Dairies  were  analysed  but  in  no  case  did  it's  purity 
fall  below  the  standard  required  for  cleansing  dairy  utensils. 
The  By-laws  relating  to  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  are  enforced, 
and  the  Inspector  paid  320  visits,  of  which  1 20  were  made  during 
milking  time. 

I  append  a  summary  of  the  work  done  in  the  Sanitary 
Inspector's  department. 

Notifications  of  38  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  were 
received,  of  which  6  were  diphtheria,  15  Scarlet  Fever  and  16 
Tuberculosis  of  various  forms.  Of  the  six  cases  of  diphtheria 
notified,  all  were  traceable  to  the  same  child.  This  boy  was 
verbally  notified  to  me  on  the  30th.  July  as  being  a  suspicious 
case  of  Nasal  Diphtheria,  but  on  visiting  the  house  on  the  same 
day  1  found  he  had  been  removed  to  the  care  of  an  Aunt  at 
Southampton,  and  the  notification  was  sent  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  Southampton.  Next  morning  I  was  advised 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  Wandsworth  that  a  child 
who  had  been  on  a  visit  to  the  first  boy's  house  till  25th.  July 
was  taken  on  26th  July  to  the  Victoria  Hospital,  Chelsea,

suffering  from  Diphtheria.  Another  case  occurred  here  in  the 
first  house  on  August  7th.,  and  this  was  followed  by  four  contact 
cases  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood.  Two  cases  were  sent 
to  the  Infectious  Hospital  at  Stratford-sub-Castle.  Swabs 
were  also  taken  from  all  other  cases  of  suspicious  sore  throat. 

Fifteen  cases  of  Scarlatina  were  notified  during  1913, 
of  whom  eight  were  removed  to  the  Infectious  Hospital,  and 
seven  were  supplied  with  disinfectants  at  their  own  homes. 

One  case  of  suspected  Enteric  Fever  was  notified,  but 
the  blood  reaction  proved  negative,  and  the  further  development 
of  the  symptoms  led  to  its  being  subsequently  notified  as 
tubercular  peritonitis. 

Sixteen  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified  :  in  nine 
cases  the  disease  was  in  the  lungs,  in  one  case  in  the  skin  of 
the  face,  in  four  cases  in  the  bones  and  joints,  and  in  two  cases 
in  glands  of  the  neck. 

In  all  cases  of  Infectious  disease  printed  directions 
and  disinfectants  were  distributed,  of  a  character  appropriate 
to  the  particular  disease  ;  and  subsequent  disinfection  of  the 
premises  was  carried  out  at  the  proper  time. 

A  tuberculosis  Dispensary  has  now  been  opened  by 
the  County  Council  in  Salisbury,  and  is  available  alike  for 
insured  and  uninsured  persons. 

The  births  registered  were  186  to  which  has  to  be 
added  the  births  of  three  children  born  at  institutions  outside 
the  district  making  the  nett  number  189.  Of  these  98  were 
males  and  91  females.  Eight  children  were  illegitimate,  viz, 
5  males  and  3  females.  The  nett  Birth-rate  is  22'8  per  1,000. 

The  deaths  registered  were  91  which  is  equal  to  a 
crude  death-rate  of  11  per  1,000.  To  these  it  is  necessary  to 
add  13  deaths  of  persons  who  belonged  to  the  district  but  died 
elsewhere  in  Hospitals,  Asylums,  &c.,  and  it  is  also  necessary  to 
deduct  5  deaths  of  those  who  did  not  belong  to  the  district. 
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This  shows  the  nett  deaths  to  have  been  99  and  gives  a  nett 
death  rate  of  11.9  per  1000.  The  Phthisis  death-rate  was 
(>■96  per  1000  and  that  from  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis  was 
036  per  1,000  The  Cancer  death-rate  was  1*21  per  1000. 
There  were  9  deaths  under  one  year  of  age  and  the  Infantile 
mortality  was  47  per  1,000  births  registered. 

The  Provisions  of  the  Midwives  Act  are  carried  out 
under  the  supervision  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
No  death  was  registered  from  Puerperal  Fever,  nor  was  any  case 
of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  notified. 

During  the  year  9  Statutory  and  36  informal  notices 
have  been  served  and  complied  with  and  legal  proceedings  were 
in  no  case  found  necessary.
